WHY THE DELAY? 


What is holding up the commencement 
of work on the construction of the 97th 
street subway? It has been known for 
five years that that subway would have to 
be built before the end of 1930. The city’s | 
share of the cost was voted by the tax- | 
payers last fall. The plans did not get | 
before the city council for approval until | 
two weeks ago. They were promptly ap- | 
proved. But operations have not started | 
yet. 

Since the end of February the wea- 
ther has been almost ideal for carrying on 
work of that kind. During most of this | 
period the city has been finding part-time 
employment for a large number of men 
who might have secured full-time employ- 
ment on the subway. The prospect now is | 


that by the time a good-sized hole has 
been dug the rainy season will ar and 
interrupt the proceedings more or less 


seriously. | 
The city has nothing to do with con- | 
structing the subway. That is to be done 
by the National Railways. Presumably | 
the railway management can set its own | 
time for beginning operations. But the 
city council is entitled to prod up the offi- 


cials and find out why the work has not | ™ 


started and when it is to start. This the 
council should do without further delay. 


A BIG JOB DONE 


The new Welland canal has been final- | 


ly completed, and traffic is passing 


stretches of the great waterway system. 
Digging the big ditch took twenty years 
of continuous work, and cost $120,000,000. 

The construction of this canal is one of 
the major undertakings of the Dominion 
in the development of transportation fa- | 
cilities. That it has been brought to a suc- | 
cessful conclusion is a matter for gratifi- 
cation on the part of Canadians every- | 
where. The immensity of the project is 
thrown into relief by noting that the cost 
of the Panama canal was only three times | 
as great, $366,000,000, which sum includ- | 
ed $50,000,000 paid to the French Canal 
Company and the Republic of Panama. 

Those who have held that the gradual 
development of the St. Lawrence water- 
way as a purely Canadian enterprise was 
beyond the resources of the Dominion, will 
find their contention very much weakened 
by the fact that this essential link in any | 
project of that kind has already been 
created, solely by Canadian brains, money 
and labor.

siding 

Some remarkable scenes occurred 
at the inquest, with one juror blaming 
police for not test'ug the car until 
six hours after the accident, while the 
credibility of one witness was at- 
tacked. Dr. Braithwaite had to quell 
the disturbance, once interrupting 


comments on the part of jurors, tell- 
ing them that this was a thing to be 
discussed by themselves in private, ! 
while in another case he chided a 
juror for mentioning a newspaper re- 
port of the fatality

PARIS, April 19.—New and drastic 
regulation for traffic control, inflicted 
on Paris motorists by the police, have 

}considerably relieved congestion, but 
‘threaten to cause something like a 
|} social revolution unless further meas- 
ures are speedily adopted. 

Motorists are confused, police are 
| confused, pedestrians are amused and 
street corners are becoming forumns 
| for debates on what to do and where 
}to go. That congestion has been re- 
| Heved is due chiefly to the fact that 
private owners are simply leaving their 
cars at home, simply because they 
do not know what to do with them in 
town. 

The reguistions, which are of an 
involved and contradictory nature, 
prohibit parking in certain. streets 
and permit it in others, prohibit stop- 
page for more than 30 minutes in 
nearly all downtown streets, particu- 
larly in shopping centres, and pro- 
hibit any stoppage in streets so 
narrow that it would prevent 
lanes being kept open for traffic.

extreme disfavor by both motorists
